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Regarding claim 1, Munro disloses transferring a selected tape catridge library module from one automated library module to which it is 
stored to another automated library module as specified in the office action for example (column 3, lines 5-12). Therefore, the transfer 
from one data storage unit to a second data storage unit is disclosed. Applicant argues that Munro does not disclose receiving request 
for a second data storage unit. Munro discloses in column 5, lines 15-40, requests for tape catridge and further discloses that tape 
catridges can be retrieved from one library module to another (column 5, lines 40 et seq.). Regarding claim 30, the invention disclosed 
by Munro contains plurality of automated systems connected with plurality of library modules and host computers "but only two 
computers and a single multimodule automated library system are illustrated for simplicity" (column 4, lines 34-67) and systems of 
controlled elements connecting library modules and hosts. In addition, claim 30 contains similar limitation to claim 1 which is discussed 
above and claim 30 claims an apparatus comprising a controller and a transportation device. Claims 1 and 30 are not in condition for 
allowance for at least the reasons cited above and the reasons cited in the office actions. Other independent claims recite similar 
limitations to claim 1 and the rest of the claims are directly or indirectly dependent upon claim 1. Therefore, for at least the reasons cited 
above and in the office action, a request for consideration has been considered, but does not place the application in condition for 
allowance. The claims are anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record either alone or combined. 
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
